If you 
have any question after reading this, or any time during the 
voting process, ask your Town Clerk or another election 
official. 

CHECK-IN 

1. Go to "in" checklist table. 

2. Give your name, and if asked, your residence to the 
election official in a clear, audible voice. 

3. Wait until your name is repeated and checked off by 
the official. 

ENTER 

1. Enter within the guardrail, and do not leave until 
you have voted. 

2. An election official will hand you a paper ballot. 

3. Go to a vacant booth. 

MARK YOUR BALLOT 

1. Make a cross (X) in the box to the right of the name 
of the candidate) s) you want to vote for. Follow 
the directions on the ballot as to how many to vote 
for. ("Vote for not more than two") 

2. WRITE-IN. To vote for someone whose name is not 
printed on the ballot, use the blank "write-in" 
lines on the ballot. 

CHECK OUT 

1. Go to the "out" checklist table. 

2. Give your name to the election offical in a clear, 
audible voice. 

3. Wait until your name is repeated and checked off by 
the Official. 

VOTE 

Deposit your ballot in the "Voted Ballots" box. 

LEAVE 

Leave the voting area by passing outside the guardrail. 


WHAT TO DO IF: 

YOU'RE NOT ON THE CHECKLIST 

If your name has been dropped from the checklist and you 
think it was an error, explain it to your Town Clerk and ask 
that your name be put back on. 

If the problem isn't cleared up to your satisfaction, 
have the Town Clerk, Selectman or other election official 
call an immediate meeting of the members of your Board of 
Civil Authority who are present at the polls. They should 
check thoroughly and correct any error.

Have a friend tell an election official. A ballot may 
be brought out to your car by two election officials so you 
can vote there.

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Report of the Selectmen and Town Manager 


To the Citizens of West Rutland: 

Our Centennial year was celebrated with a flourish. It 
gave us a chance for reflection on the proud history of our 
town but more importantly it helped us to focus on our future 
potential. A spirit of pride and confidence was rekindled in 
our celebration. Nowhere was that spirit more evident than in 
the happy and diligent Centennial Committee. This committee 
began meeting in July to ensure that West Rutland would once 
again become a respected and confident community. Never have 
so many individuals come together to work in complete harmony 
toward a common goal. It was a year of continuing improvement 
in our roads and sewer system. It was a year of cooperation 
with the West Rutland Fire District. It was a year of hard 
decisions on budgetary matters. The new centennial spirit is 
alive as we move into 1987. It is our fervent hope that many 
more will join in the hard work of making sure that West 
Rutland ^s the future. 

ROADS 

Our road improvement program continued in 1986. Anderson, 
Gilson and Church Streets were completely resurfaced with 
asphalt shim and overlay. The travelled, 22' wide center 
portion of Barnes Street was shimmed and overlayed, Ross St. 
from Main St. to Franklin Street was resurfaced and Woodward 
Avenue was resurfaced. A section of Pleasant Street from 
Sheldon Avenue north for approximately 900’ was widened, new 
culverts were installed and the entire distance was asphalt 
shimmed. In 1987 the power poles along that section will be 
relocated off the west shoulder. Pleasant Heights drainage was 
reworked, new culverts were installed and the entire paved 
section was shimmed and overlayed. We were fortunate to reach 
agreement with the State of Vermont and the construction 
companies working on the U.S. Route 4 bypass, regarding damage 
to Route 133 caused by two summers of heavy trucking. The town 
spent 57,500.00 toward the shim and overlay of 1.2 miles of 
Route 133. The state and construction companies shared the 
remainder of the cost - approximately 540,000.00. We are 
asking your approval of an article that will provide 570,000 
for continuation of the good progress made in paving 
improvements over the last three years. 

In addition to progress in resurfacing we have repaired or 
replaced a number of culverts and have done significant ditching 
on Boardman Hill and Dewey Avenue. Ditching has had the added 
benefit of providing cover material for the town landfill. For 
the first time we had liquid calcium chloride pressure applied 
to nearly all of our gravel surface road mileage. This 
procedure seemed to be very effective for dust control and also 
worked to "bind" the surface gravel slowing the development of 
potholes. , 
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The year saw several changes in road crew personnel. 

Bernie Rogers is now Road Foreman assisted by Wayne Cox. We 
intend to hire another person to round out the regular road 
crew and will probably seek some temporary help during the 
summer months. Again a note of thanks to a faithful road crew 
who are out in all kinds of weather conditions year round to 
try to keep the roads open and as safe as possible for travel. 

CASTLETOS RIVER PROJECT 

At long last all the necessary easements have been 
obtained, permits issued and federal funds allocated for the 
"Upper Castleton River Urban Lateral" (drainage) project. Bids 
on the project were opened in late November and we were 
disappointed that they all exceeded the projected cost. 

However, it was decided that some revisions could be made and 
bids invited a second time. The second bid opening will be on 
March 16, 1987 at which time we hope that a contract award will 
be possible. Construction will begin in May with completion 
slated for October. This will be a significant improvement for 
both drainage and the visual attractiveness of the town. 

TOWN HALL 

As planned we installed interior storm windows throughout 
the main floor offices and meeting room. These windows should 
further improve our energy conservation. We applied for and 
were awarded a small historic preservation grant of $1,750.00 
to repair the front portico roof and deteriorating masonry. 
Further investigation, however, showed that flashing, roof 
valleys and slate all needed repair to stop leaks that had 
developed in the main roof. The costs for this repair work 
exceeded the amount of money available in 1986. Therefore wc 
have included in our 1987 budget, $14,500.00 which will, 
hopefully, enable us to make roof repairs necessary to the 
preservation of the building. The Centennial Committee plans 
to look at the long range possibilities for the building. With 
planning and lots of hard work, the Town Hall can once again 
become the center of activity that it once was in West Rutland. 

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 

The Town was awarded a $100,000 Rural Development Action 
Grant (RDAG) to assist the construction of a building to house 
Veritech Inc., a manufacturer of innovative disposable 
toothbrushes. The town is working closely with the West 
Rutland Development Corporation, the Southern Vermont 
Development Corporation and the firm to bring together the 
financing necessary to make this plant a reality. 

Consolidated Power's proposed 235 MW Gas Fired electric 
generating facility remains a real possibility for the town. 

The complex world of electric power supply has caused the 
project to move forward more slowly than originally 
anticipated, but we are confident that when all the pieces are 
in place, the power plant will be built here in West Rutland. 
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With the completion of the Route 4 bypass. West Rutland 
has gained a competitive edge with good access to super highway 
and rail service from the industrial park. We hope that 1987 
will bring more industrial prospects to town. 

PLANNING, ZONING, SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS 

As West Rutland becomes a more attractive place to live 
there is increasing pressure for subdivision and development. 
Development can be best accommodated if the town has good zoning 
and subdivision regulations. The Planning Commission has been 
working on revision of the proposed subdivision regulations 
since presentation to the Board last spring. It is our goal to 
have the regulations fully adopted by the summer of 1987. 

1986 was a year of progress for the Town of West Rutland. 

We all look forward to an even more successful 1987. With your 
cooperation and participation our town will become a leader in 
the county and state.

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CONSTABLE'S REPORT - 1986 


During 1986, our Constabulary continued to provide a variety 
of police services to the Town of West Rutland. A third 
radar unit was appropriated, which now updates equipment for 
all three officers in moving and stationary radar detection. 
We also renovated a small office in the Town Hall which is 
used for interviewing and processing. 

Our officers were unable to answer complaints or conduct 
patrols from mid-April to the end of May, due to the fact 
that we were having difficulty obtaining liability insurance. 
Officer Geryk and Officer Rajda were also unavailable from 
August 3rd through October 31st, as they attended the Vermont 
Police Academy for full time law enforcement training. The 
town new has three fully trained police officers working on a 
part-time basis. Needless to say, many projects and patrols 
were not accomplished due to our lack of insurance and the 
unavailability of manpower during training time.

The Town Clerk and Selectmen would like to offer the 
following information about the Town and State dog laws. 

The material is provided as a reference for current and 
potential dog owners. Additional details and copies of the 
laws and/or Town Ordinance may be obtained at the Town 
Hall. 

A-STATE LAW 

The Vermont Statutes Annotated indicate that all dogs 
six months of age or older shall be annually registered 
prior to April 1st. The Statute also clearly defines 
rabies vaccination requirements and the following State 
wide licensing fees.

$4.00 Neutered male or spayed female 

6.00 Male 

8.00 Female 

Special License 

?30.00 Up to ten dogs kept for 

breeding purposes 

Kennel Permit 

$10.00 Two or more dogs kept for sale 

or breeding purposes 

Late Fees 

50% over regular fee-Dogs registered after April 1 (unless 
dog is 6 months old after April 1) 

B-TOWN DOG ORDINANCE 

The West Rutland Dog Ordinance contains several parts 
that define the dog owners and Town's responsibilies. There 
is also a progressive fine system to offset enforcement and 
pound fees.

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WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT REPORT 


1986 was a year of accomplishment for our Wastewater 
Treatment Department. We concentrated this year on 
rehabilitating our seven pumping stations. Seven pumps and 
motors were rebuilt and balanced. Several new seals were 
installed and alarms on each station were checked and 
repaired where necessary. The exteriors of pump stations on 
Elm Street, Clarendon Avenue, Harrison Avenue and Barnes 
Street were cleaned and painted. A new program of scheduled 
preventive maintenance was put in place which has already 
shown results in terms of fewer alarm situations. 

In October, Rutland's new "state of the art” wastewater 
treatment facility began operation. Heavy staffing 
requirements at that plant resulted in several operators 
leaving smaller plants in the region to work there. Chris 
Kelley who had been West Rutland’s Chief Operator since June 
1984 accepted a position as Assistant Chief at the Rutland 
plant in October. Assistant Opetator Wayne Tracey assumed 
the Chief Operator position in December. 

During 1987 we plan to continue our rehabilitation 
program, rebuilding the remaining pumps, degreasing the wet 
wells and flushing sewer mains. We will be able to do most 
of our own flushing since we were able to purchase a used 
f lusher from the City of Rutland in 1986. We are now 
required to install a dechlorination system at the plant to 
meet new permit requirements that restrict the amount of 
chlorine that can be discharged into the Clarendon River. We 
plan to do the majority of this installation using town 
personnel and equipment. 

We appreciate your continued cooperation in reporting 
alarms and in keeping prohibited materials from being 
discharged into the sewer. We are proud of the West Rutland 
Treatment Plant and welcome your visit if you would like to 
learn more about the Wastewater treatment process.

In July 1986, a small group of West Rutland citizens 
banded together to create and promote a celebration of West 
Rutland's one hundred years as a town. October 17 and 18 
were chosen as the days to celebrate. Preparations quickly 
moved into high gear. Lorraine Wenta and Donna Perry were 
very busy lining up the grandest parade the town had ever 
seen. Jayne Pratt, Gert Barron and Peg Harvey mustered 
uncounted contributors for an "Ethnic Tasting Supper". Pat 
McGann and Diane Czachor rounded up flea marketeers from far 
and wide. The West Rutland Rotary Club plunked down a two 
ton chunk of marble on the town hall lawn and challenged us 
to guess its weight! Dan Pratt designed a logo for the 
occasion and Merritt Budd had it reproduced on hundreds of 
Centennial T-shirts and Leo DiGangi had it made into buttons. 
Vic, Ethel and Ray Sevigny joined forces with Judy Bloomer to 
ferret out reminders of the town's history with a photo 
display and historical tours. Pat Trepanier commandeered a 
helicopter for scenic flights on what turned out to be a 
spectacular autumn afternoon. The West Rutland American 
Legion generously sponsored a brilliant fireworks display. 

More than 700 people came to the tasting supper that had 
been planned for about 300 - miraculously, nearly everyone 
who contributed food had doubled their recipes so there was 
more than enough for everyone. Afterwards, we danced the 
night away to the music of Donny P. and His Celebration at 
the Legion Hail. 

Saturday, October 18 dawned crisp and clear. 

Preparations for the big day of celebration began early as 
committee members decorated a reviewing stand for the parade, 
flea marketeers began to set up their displays and Lorraine, 
Donna and Evie kept warm by running the length of Sheldon 
Avenue lining up the parade. An air of electric enthusiam 
pervaded the entire town. The parade winded its way down 
Marble Street, to Chapel, Franklin and Blanchard Streets 
heading back via Clarendon Avenue and Main Street. Even when 
the head of the parade had to stop in front of Sevigny 's to 
let the tail go by, it was cause for celebration rather than 
concern. The crowds followed the parade which ended at the 
school. There they spent a delightful afternoon of flea 
market browsing, watching a Rugby match, taking rides in the 
helicopter, on the ox-cart sponsored by Chet Brown Jr. and 
the ponies provided by Rosemary Brown and the 4-H club. 

Groups and individuals took historical tours to homes 
graciously opened to the public by their owners and 
occupants. A lady from Rutland guessed the weight of the 
marble block exactly (28,440 lbs.). 
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Kids, young and old enjoyed a late afternoon dance and 
light show by Stan in the school gym. At 7:00 p.m., as the 
Fire Department continued to serve hot dogs and hamburgers 
(more than 1,000 total), the first fireworks report rang out, 
signalling everyone to gather for the grand finale. As the 
multicolored starbursts brightened the sky the crowd cheered 
and spontaneously sang Happy Birthday to West Rutland. 

The feeling remains, with the Centennial Committee 
sponsoring a Community Christmas Tree and Town Hall 
decorations. Early in 1987, the committee will begin to 
consider future possibilities for the town with a focus on 
the Town Hall. 

The spirit is back and all West Rutland should be proud 1

The Marble Valley Regional Transit District, commonly 
known as "THE BUS”, has just completed its tenth year of 
providing public transportation in the Rutland County area. 

During these ten years, we have grown to be the 
largest non-urban public transit system in the State of 
Vermont. System ridership has increased to 185,000 passenger 
trips annually and the demand for service continues. But, we 
have also experienced our full share of ups and downs. In an 
effort of eliminate many problem areas and to streamline the 
entire operation, the Board of Commissioners hired an 
extremely well qualified administrator, restructured the 
management staff, obtained the services of a nationally 
recognized consultant to review the operation and recommend 
change, and contracted with a certified public accountant to 
perform our first organization wide audit. 

Recently, the Vermont Agency of Transportation, 
administrator of our State and Federal grant funding, 
implemented new procedures for obtaining and use of subsidy 
funding. We are now required, among many other things, to 
develop a plan to reduce our dependency on State And Federal 
funding and to demonstrate increased self sufficiency and 
cost efficiency. Conforming to these requirements has 
necessitated many changes, some of them quite severe, with 
more to follow. 

We, for our part, will do our utmost to insure the 
availability of a public transit system and to provide 
quality service at reasonable costs. Your support of public 
transportation will, undoubtedly, be heavily tested over the 
next year or two and wa urgently request your active 
participation. 

We would like to thank you, the taxpayers and elected 
officials of our six member muncipalities, for your continued 
support of "THE BUS" during this period of changing times.

In addition it will tend to 
help offset and control the assessments to the individual 
towns by raising additional money. This program thus far 
has proven to be a benefit to all.

Regionals field equipment was upgraded with a newer 
ambulance to replace a 1976 ambulance used since the 
service began in 1983. 

In regards to special public services Regional taught 
numerous C.P.R. classes. Over 300 citizens received 
instruction on Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation. Regional 
stayed on standby for numerous public events and working 
fires . 


These and other projects were implemented to provide the 
citizens of West Rutland Town with the best cost efficient 
ambulance service available. The Board of Directors and 
the Administration of Regional Ambulance Service, Inc. will 
continue to provide the highest quality emergency ambulance 
care at the lowest possible cost to all of the citizens 
served.

1986 SUMMARY 

Following the completion of project financing on September 
26, 1985 construction began on the Vicon resource recovery 
plant. Some limited site construction occurred during the 
fall and winter with full scale activity resuming in late 
February with the installation on concrete foundations. 
Construction continued throughout 1986 and completion 
(commercial operation) is scheduled for Fall 1987. 

With construction proceeding, the Vermont Agency of 
Environmental Conservation continued their review of the 
revised air permit. After several hearings and permit 
revisions, a final air permit was issued on September 11, 
1986. The revised permit includes acid gas control 
devices, lower emission limits, and stricter reporting 
requirements. 

The annual reorganizational meeting held in mid-April 
included ten new members to the Board of Supervisors which 
was the largest turnover of supervisors in recent years. 
Dave Lewis and Warren McCullough retained their Chairman 
and Vice Chairman positions while two new supervisors, Jeff 
Wennberg and John Faignant were added to the Executive 
Board. 

The District implemented a new program in 1986 with a 
household hazardous waste collection on May 10. This 
program included both education and physical collection of 
those household materials which may cause a problem if 
disposed of improperly. The District hopes to continue 
this program in future years, along with an inventory of 
commercial and industrial waste generators using the Vicon 
plant. 

The 1986 fiscal year is ending with several important 
unresolved issues. These include the additional capital 
and operating costs for the plant's pollution control 
equipment and the public service board's certificate of 
public good which is being challenged. Based on currant 
contract provisions these issues may result in a limited 
exposure to increased disposal costs.

SOUTHWESTERN VERMONT AREA AGENCY ON AGING 
Report to the Selectmen and Citizens of West Rutland 

Southwestern Vermont Area Agency on Aging (SVAAA) serves 
elders aged 60 and older in Rutland and Bennington 
Counties. Our services include home delivered meals, 
senior advocate assistance, long-term care ombudsman 
services, adult day care, legal assistance, information and 
referral, educational programs and volunteer opportunities. 

In 1986 we served 2575 home delivered meals to 26 West 
Rutland Town residents; and additional 18 elders ate at 
mealsites in neighboring communities. Over 50 town 
residents received senior advocate assistance with their 
needs, including applications for fuel assistance, food 
stamps, supplemental security income (SSI), Medicare, 
Medicaid, insurance claims, tax rebates and other benefits 
or entitlements. 

Based on the volume and cost of services to West Rutland 
residents in 1986, SVAAA projects that it will spend in 
excess of 527,000 providing services to town residents in 
the coming year. The value of benefits and entitlements 
secured for our clients usually far exceeds the cost of 
providing the service.

The UVM Extension Service in Rutland County is part of 
a larger educational effort across the United States and 
Vermont.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of West Rutland 

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is to 
prevent illness and to control or eliminate hazards 
dangerous to the health of the public. In working toward 
this goal, the Health Department has provided, or assured 
the provision of, health services to communities across 
the state. Direct services are provided through 11 local 
Health Department offices. During fiscal year 1986, 
citizens of West Rutland received the following services 
From the Rutland office: 

132 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received 
supplemental foods, health and nutrition services 
through the WIC program. 

23 children and young adults received medical 
evaluation of individual health and dental status 
through the Partners in Health program. 

41 persons received information and counselling 
through the Maternal and Child Health program and/or 
information and teaching of parenting skills through 
prenatal classes and home visits. 

18 children received comprehensive health assessments 
and preventive guidance at Well Child Clinics. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, 
hearing, cardiac, genetic, developmental disorders, and 
other handicapping conditions were provided to 16 children 
through the Handicapped Children's program and/or the Child 
Development Clinic in Burlington. 

The Vermont Department of Health Laboratory in 
Burlington helps to prevent and control illness by 
identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety of 
substances. During fiscal year 1986, the following 
laboratory services were provided to residents of West 
Rutland: 

75 blood tests to identify women needing immunization 
against German Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth 
defects. 

20 other diagnostic blood tests. 

54 tests of individual and municipal water systems to 
monitor drinking water quality. 
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The Dental Division provides services to local 
communities including installing and maintaining 
fluoridation equipment in selected community and school 
water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible 
children, and providing dental health education in the 
schools . 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the 
following services to Vermonters: 

28,819 doses of vaccine were administered in Health 
Department clinics to prevent polio, measles, other 
childhood diseases, and influenza. 199,471 doses were 
supplied to private physicians. 

16 hospitals, 48 nursing homes, and 46 level III 
community care homes were inspected and licensed. 

7.511 inspections of restaurants, inns, camps, etc. 
were conducted. 

1,331 reports of communicable diseases were 
investigated. 

317 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 293 contacts 
were traced by Epidemiology field investigators. 

539 air, water, and other samples taken in the 
vicinity of 2 nuclear power reactors (Vermont Yankee 
in Vernon and Yankee Rowe in northern Massachusetts 
near Readsboro, Vermont) were tested for 
radioactivity, 18 workplaces were tested for the 
presence of mercury, and 93 x-ray machines in 
hospitals, doctors' and dentists' offices were 
inspected. 

38 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 67 voluntary 
consultative inspections of Vermont industries were 
conducted. 

The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance 
for the dental care of 6,033 children; the Denticaid 
program provided assistance for 20,992 children. 

1,519 persons received screening for the early 
detection of lung diseases through Health Department 
chest clinics. 

5,362 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed 
by the Laboratory. 16,676 bacteriological and viral 
cultures were tested. 
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The Emergency Medical Services program provided 
support and technical assistance to the state's 96 
ambulance services, 55 first responder squads and 16 
hospital emergency departments. 568 Emergency Medical 
Technicians were trained or recertified, and 283 
certifications were issued in advanced life support 
skills . 

The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 
695 Vermont deaths, including 201 accidents, 17 
homicides, and 76 suicides. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by 
your Town Health Officer, Lorraine Davis. Please feel free 
to call her if you need any assistance. The Health 
Department provides technical assistance and support to 
local health officers.
